to the beiip and b:irikeof this huge beaſt 
tze Bzectans had cunninglp conucied a 


great number of their moſt valiant ar⸗ 
med ſoldiers, wha being once entred ins 
to that Citie, under that Pozſes hide, 
honid/bySinon)be let out of the beaſts 
belie and at an boure inthe night agreed 
vppon befoze , ſhould make themſclues

Now had the crafty B2eckes a bird

And co winne creditte with 
King ÞPziamns, he feined to haue bene 
cruelly handled, and thzcatned w 
mentes and pꝛeſent death by his owne 
Nation: and that at their imbarking he 
ſhould haue bene ert offered in 
Sacrifice, 

And in this maner, putting bimſelf 


| wher he might be taken by the Trotans, 


and pꝛetending great deuotion to the 
Boddeſfſe Pallas, he tempered his tale in 
ſuch wile, a couered his hypotriſie with 
ſo linelp colours, as denied euerp good 
nature to ſuſpect him of fraud, & ſo obtete 
ned ſuch credit with Kingſ9ziamus a the 
Troians, that againſt the opinion & diſs 


ſnaſions of ſundzy of their graueſt æà RO 


bleſt Counccllours (who feared and ſu⸗ 
ſpected 
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ſpected p treaſon that inſued) they bzake 
doune the walles of their owne Citie, to 


let in the Monſter that was their deſtru⸗ 
ttion. | 

Foz, after the Dozſe was once in 
the Citie, Sinon, and his Mates ſo pers 
fourmed thcir partes , and perfited their 
pꝛactiſe, that in the night, they let in the 
whole troupe of the Gzecian Armie: 
who with great daughter and cruclrte, 


few Pꝛziamus the King, murdered his

Childzen, extincted his ſeede and Poſte⸗ 
rit ie ſoꝛ euer, defaced and burned the 
Temple of the Soddeſſe, to whome they 
pretended the honour of that Sacrifice, 
enriched the baſcGzeekes with the ſpotle 
ofthe NobleTroians,raſcd old Troie to 
the hard ground, and brought the wholc 
Countrep to final conkuſion. .

Foz 
the ſubſtance and efﬀecte, which you ſce als 
ready fully wꝛonght in Scotiad, a almoſt 
balfendell in France by plaine violence 
and foꝛce: thc ſame pon ſec by arte coms 
paſſed in England, and hath ben by both 
ſo pꝛoudlp aſſaied, that it lacked not much 
to haue ben bꝛought to paſſe in Flanders.

Greece, Boheme, and Þungary do gine 
manifeſt pꝛoofe. And Bermany allo ( foz

And to pour common wealth, p neuer 
dieth, what can be moze odious, moze 
dangerous, and moze vnnaturall:then ſo 
to diſfourniſh it of a knowen Meire, as to 
haue no marke of obedifce noz allegeũce 
left, wher vpon the people mate fix their 
eies? Let the queſtion be pꝛoponed, and 
ſee whether in the intention of that pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion there can be , by any poſſibility, 
any other oz leſſe preſumed: then a plaine 
meaning and reſoluti6, to bzing p Cards 
to ſhnffling foꝛ the Lroune, now, when 
them ſelues be ſtrongeſt, to the ende that 
he that can winne it, maie weare it. Foz 
if the woꝛds ok that Lawe be marked, it

Jf 
inthe ende of King Denries vit. daies 
(who leaft behinde him thiee Thildzen) 
it ſeemed pet neceflary foz the ſafetic and 
q uietnes of the Nealme, to haue declared 
mo Deires in ſucteſſion ( if Bod would 
haue ſuffered him to perfourme it): how 
oppoſite and contrarious is this policie 
now, not onlp to cſtabliſhnone, but to 
eſtabliſh, that there ſhalbe none: not the, 
not two, no not one: 
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In all ages hitherto by al the Pztnces 

that haue bene, & by all their Councelles 
that haue ſerued them, ſuch care and res 
ſpect hath bene had to pzcucne Linile dis 
uiſion and ſedition foz the Croune, that 
nothing hath bene pzeferred , noz ſo ſtone +» 
pꝛouided foz , as to make the Succeſſion 
knowen: as fozeſeing, thatno one thing 
in the world can ſo ſone bzing a Kealme 
vnto ruine, as to leane the knowen 
Heire in doubt. And now among pon, 
not only an Deire is not cſtabliſhed , but 
pour knowen Deire is laboured to be * 
made not knowen, and by ſpectall lawe 
pronided (pea vuder paine of Treaſon) 
that no Deirec at all ſhalbe knowen. And 
what doth this tmplie, but that che las 
bourers and p2ocurers thereof woulde 
baue with pour Qucene the pzeſentDBead 
of that Common wealth, the whole cbs 
mon wealth co die alſo! with her death, 
that the wholc Sate of the Kingdome 
ſhould periſh withall?
